In regard to singing, 
the ability to hear one’s self with the 
ears plugged up with cotton makes 
itself evident, for while one member of 
a chorus will only hear the blended 
harmony , or discord, another will 
hear little bey ond his or her own 
voice, and

occasional 
bad 
breaks in consequence. I know a man 
who used to sing a very fair baritone, 
but whose voice is now only adapted 
to the weakest falsetto. Yet he does 
not realize the change, and I believe he 
honestly thinks he sings as well as 
ever. 
This apparent impossibility 
may be a dispensation of providence 
to prevent men with ex ceptionally 
ugly voices being driven to suicide.”

A PIONEER'S PATE. 


Origin of th* ScalD Legend o f tho 
C h a rite rs Valley . W ith a 
F ew 
G hostly Additions to tho Story . 
There is an uncanny local legend of 
the lower end of the Chartiers Creek Val­ 
ley , near Pittsburgh, which is known 
to the other inhabitants of that sec­ 
tion as the scalp legend of the Chart­ 
iers, say s the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A mile or so up the creek the valley 
opens out, making a beautiful pastor­ 
al ex panse of fertile bottom land. The 
view over and upon this from the billy 
heights at the rear of Sheridan is love­ 
ly by day and weird by nqght. The 
last-named element in the night scene 
is partially caused by the flickering 
gas fires from the wells in the Char­ 
tiers field. 
At an early date in the pioneer his­ 
tory of this section, and long before 
the day s of Imlian warfare had ended, 
an adventuresome voy ager ran his 
canoe into the mouth of Chartiers 
creek. Attracted by its sy lvan scenery 
and the prospects of finding a good 
location to settle upon, he paddled up 
a short diHtance and then ex plored 
further along the bank as he ascended. 
After particularly ex amining the lo­ 
cality he chose and marked out a 
“ tomahawk” claim, with fine timber 
and water and a southern ex posure. 
Hither the nex t spring he came, with 
his wife, a little ooy and girl and & 
brother who was slightly his junior. 
But one fateful evening in early sum 
mer the brothers returned 
long and successful day ’s hunt and 
found the cabin was a smoldering heap 
of ruins. Partially in the ashes were 
the charred, mangled and 
scalped 
forms of the y oung wife an» l children. 
The Indians hud evidently been gone 
some hours. Controlling their agony 
as best they could, the brothers ten­ 
derly moved and sadly buried the 
remains of their loved ones beneath 
an immense sy camore tree upon the 
banks of a little brook that ran by 
their cabin and headed up iu the Sher­ 
man hills. Then they left the country , 
starting eastward to go over the

Origin of th# Scalp Legend o f the 
Chanters Valley, With a 
Few 
Ghostly Additions to the Story. 
There is an uncanny local legend of 
tbelowerendof theChartiers CreekVal- 
ley, near Pittsburgh, which is known 
to the other inhabitants of th at sec­ 
tion as the scalp legend of the Chart- 
iers, says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A mile or so up the creek the valley 
opens out, making a beautiful pastor­ 
al expanse of fertile bottom land. The 
view over and upon this from the hilly 
heights at the rear of Sheridan is love­ 
ly by day and weird by night. The 
last-named element in the night scene 
is partially caused by the flickering 
gas fires from the wells in the Char­ 
gers field. 
At an early date in the pioneer his­ 
tory of this section, and long before 
the days of Indian warfare had ended, 
an adventuresome voyager ran his 
canoe into the mouth of Chargers 
creek. Attracted by its sylvan scenery 
and the prospects of finding a good 
location to settle upon, he paddled up 
a short distance and then explored 
further along the bank as he ascended. 
After particularly examining the lo­ 
cality he chose and marked out a 
“tom ahawk” claim, with line timber 
and water and a southern exposure. 
Hither the next spring he came, w ith 
his wife, a little boy and girl and q, 
brother who was slightly his junior. 
But one fateful evening in early sum­ 
mer the brothers returned from a 
long and successful day’s hunt and 
found the cabin was a smoldering heap 
of ruins. Partially in the ashes were 
the charred, mangled and

forms of the young wife and children. 
The Indians had evidently been gone 
some hours. Controlling their agony 
as best they could, the brothers ten­ 
derly moved and sadly buried the 
remains of their loved ones beneath 
an immense sycamore tree upon the j 
banks of a little brook that ran by 
their cabin and headed up in the Sher­ 
man hills.

WORSHIPPING THEIR FLAG. 


Queer Military Customs Which the 
Chinese Have Great Faith In. 
The viceroy or generalissimo of the 
Chinese army, whenever he was about 
to start on a war-like expedition, 
must worship his flag. Whenever he 
sends away with a detatchment of 
soldiers any high military officers as 
his deputy, and generally, when any 
high military officers is about to pro­ 
ceed into battle, the flag of his divis­ 
ion of brigade must be worshipped. 
The worship is often performed on the 
public parade ground. 
The viceroy sometimes chooses to 
sacrifice to the flag on his own parade 
ground connected with his yamun. 
The time selected is often about day­ 
light or a little later. Often times the 
high officials, both cicicand military, 
connected with the government, are 
present! 
It is necessary that all the officers 
who are to accompany the expedition 
should not only witnessthe ceremony, 
but take a part in it. The same re­ 
mark is true of the soldiers who are to 
be sent away or engage in the fight. 
In the centre of the arena is placed a 
table having upon it two candles, one 
censer and several cups of wine. 
The candles are lighted at the proper 
time. Some officers, kneeling down, 
hold the large flag by means of its staff 
near the table. 
The viceroy, or the officer who is to 
command the expedition, standing 
before the table and the flag, receives 
three sticks of lighted incense from a 
professor of ceremony, which he rev­ 
erently places in the censer arranged 
between the candles. 
He now kneels on the ground and 
bows his head down three times. 
Some of the wine taken I rom the table 
is banded to him while on his knees, 
which he pours out on the ground 


a very creditable dressing, applying 
plasters to bleeding wounds, and «r«n 
securing a broken limb by means of * 
stout ligature. 
On one occasion he killed a snipe 
which had on the chest a large dress­ 
ing composed of down taken from 
other parts of the body and securely 
fixed to the wound by the coagulated 
blood. Twice he had brought home 
snipe with interwoven feathers strap­ 
ped on to the site of fracture of one or 
other limb. 
The m ost interesting example was 
that of a snipe both of whose legs he 
had unfortunately broken by a mis­ 
directed shot. 
He recovered the ani­ 
mal only on the day following, and 
then he found that the poor bird had 
contrived to apply dressings and a 
sort of splint to both limbs 
In carrying out this operation some 
feathers had becomeentangledaround 
the beak, and not being able to use 
its claws to get rid of them it was al­ 
most dead from hunger when discov­ 
ered. 
In a case recorded by M. Maguin, a 
snipe which was observed to fly away 
with a broken leg was subsequently 
found to have forced the fragment in­ 
to a parallel position, the upper frag­ 
ments reaching to the knee and secur­ 
ed them there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss intermingl- 
eel. 
The observers 
were 
particularly 
struck by the application of a ligature 
of a kind of flat-leafed grass wound 
round the limb, of a spiral form and 
fixed by means of a sort of glue.—Me­ 
dical Record.

A wonderful example of patience in 
the Chinese is afforded by a consular 
report dealing w ith the manufacture 
of salt in Central C hina.

DEVOURING KLAMFS 


F eeding F o dder. 
Afore o r less corn is left every year 
that, if cut in g ood season would m ake 
a g ood leed during th e w inter if a sup ­ 
ply of o th e r m a teria ls could be secur­ 
ed to g o w ith it. 
It is not a com plete 
foot! in itself and stock c a nno t be 
kept in a g ood th riity conditio n 011 it 
alone, b ut if cut a t th e rig ht stag e and 
properly cured a nd sto red aw ay, it 
m akes an excellent feed to use iu co n­ 
nection w ith o th e r m aterials. 
W ith 
g ood shelter and g ood corn fodder, a 
very little g rain is needed, as oil-m eal 
and b ra n can be used and w ith corn 
fodder th e sto ck can be k ep t th rifty. 
W hile th e farm should furnish nearly 
o r q uite all of th e feed necessary to 
feed the stock during g row th and to 
p ro p erly fa tte n for m ark et. 
B ut a t 
th e sam e tim e where w heat is g row n, 
th e g rain can be sold und m ore o r less 
oil-m eal and b ra n be purchased as 
nm y be needed to use to an a dv a n­ 
tag e w ith th e roug h ness; when th e farm 
is expected to re turn tlie larg est p ro fit 
everything th a t will m akeg ood feed for 
th e stock should lie utilized, and it is 
far m ore econom ical to purchase, if 
necessary, b ran and oil-m eal sufficient 
to feed w ith 
tlie roug hness, ra th e r 
th a n to allow it to g o to w aste. 
And 
w ith ca ttle, horses and sheep there 
are few if any m a teria ls, considering 
th e co st, th a t can be us^d to a bet ter 
adva nta g e th a n these. 
And on m any 
farm s m ore stock could be w intered, 
m ore m anure secured and a larg er 
p ro fit be realized if all of th e fodder 
and stra w is fed in connection w ith 
o th e r m a teria ls to th e stock, ra th e r 
th a n to let th e fodder sta nd in th e 
field. 
T he principal cost of fodder is 
th e w ork of cutting , shocking up and 
hauling o ut, so th a t it can be consid­ 
ered a cheap feed and w ith b ra n and 
oil-m eal will m ak e up a cheap ra tio n, 
so m uch so th a t in very m any cases 
m ore should be cut a nd cured th a n is 
done.

Hig h Cold W inds Aid the Flam es and 
G reatly H inder the F irem en’s 
E fforts. 


Ft. Look, Nov. 18.—The cold wav« which 
reached this city last evening mas the 
cause of one of tiie most disastrous tires 
which has visited St. Louis in many year?. 
Early this morning one person was prob­ 
ably killed, two badly hurt and $ 1,000,000 
worth of property went up in smoke. 
About 4 o’clock lire was discovered in the 
furnace room of the larg e dry g oods estab­ 
lishment of Fenny 
& Geuties. on the cor­ 
ner of Franklin avenue and Broadway. 
The watchman q uickly turned in an alarm, 
and, seeing the terrible velocity with which 
the flames speedily devoured the inflam­ 
mable material in the basement, sent in a 
second, aud w ithin ten minutes alter the 
discovery of the Are a g eneral alarm was 
sounded, which broug ht the whole Are de­ 
partment to the scene. 
The flames q uickly ate their way to the 
top of the building , and within an incredi­ 
bly short space of time the entire store was 
a mass of seething flumes, the roar of the 
tire being heard two or three biockn away. 
A cold hig h westerly wind was blowing at 
the time, rendering the work oi the firemen 
almost useless*, as the water poured on the 
burning building seemed to have the effect 
more of oii than w ater. 
THE FLAMES Sl’KEAD 
to Bonnenleld's millinery store, sooth of 
Fenny A Gentles’, on Broadway. This is 
tiie larg est establishment of its kind iu St. 
Lotiis, occupying lour floors oi the north 
end of the Famous bu Idiug . The most 
strenuous efforts of tiie firemen to q uench 
tiie iear.u* flames seemed like'.Lore o. Lilli­ 
putians, and tiie tire swept on toward the 
south, eating its way throug h thick fire­ 
proof waits into the mammoth shoe and 
clothing hou^e o 
the Famous company. 
Tins is the larg est house of the Lind iu the 
West, and here is where tiie most destruc­ 
tion was wroug ht. 
The Famous company occupy the budd­ 
ing ou Morg an street and Broadway, about 
125 feel front and 75 deep, four stories hig h. 
As s<» on as the lire attacked tiie Famous es­ 
tablishment the flames 
ouml ready fuel, 
and the flremcu’s efforts were futile to stay 
the spread of tho devouring element. 'They 
therefore turned their attention to saving 
udjuimn.’ property on Broadway, Franklin 
avenue aud Morg an street 
The fire was so hot. however, that no one 
could remain on the street tacing tiie burn­ 
ing building s, aud D. Crawford A 
*k>.'s im­ 
mense dry g oods store on the southeast 
corner of Broadway and Franklin avenue 
was g reatly damag ed by 
THE TEliRIBLE MEAT, 
which broke the thick window g lajw and 
started 
a fire in tiie bui.din*. the whole 
frout part of the store at one time being on 
lire, but the firemen manag ed final.y to 
subdue the llames, and by this time the 
heat :rom the other side of the street had 
tubrided somewhat, euauling the firemen | 
to g o on Broadway and fig ht the flames 
from a better vantag e g round.

Tbe total loss is estimated at ironi 
I9UO.OOO to $ 1000,000. Tbe losses are cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The building occupied by the two firms 
Is a brick ami stone structure five stories in 
heig ht, and has a Irontag e on Third » tree 
of 300 feet and on Broadway of 200 feet. 
Grig g s, Cooper «& Co. occupy two-thirds of 
the building on the Broadway side. The 
flames first made their appearance at 11:44 
o’clock in the fourth 
floor of Grig g s, 
Cooper 
Co.’s 
building , 
and 
the 
fire was discovered by Officer Delosso. 
A flame bursting out of one of the windows 
of the fourth floor attracted his attention, 
and he turned iu an alarm instantly. Chief 
Jackson was upon the g round and had 
watg r pouring ironi three nozzles in less 
than five minutes. He turned in the dismal 
old 4-11 alarm, which calls out all tbe fire 
apparatus except that in the Midway dis­ 
trict. 
When the chief arrived upon the

Feeding Fodder. 
I 
More o r less corn is left every year* 
th a t if c u t in good season would m ake 
a good feed during the w inter if a sup­ 
ply of o th e r m a teria ls could be secur­ 
ed to go with it. 
It is not a com plete 
food in itself a n d sto rk ca n n o t be 
kept in a good th rifty con d itio n on it 
alone, b u t if cut a t th e right stage au d 
properly cured an d sto red aw ay, it 
m akes an excellent feed to use in co n ­ 
nection w ith o th e r m aterials. 
W ith 
good shelter and good corn fodder, a 
very little grain is needed, a s oil-m eal 
an d b ra n can be used and w ith corn 
fodder tile sto ck can be kept th rifty . 
W hile th e farm should furnish nearly 
o r q u ite all of th e feed necessary to 
feed the s toek during grow th a n d to 
p ro p erly fa tte n for m ark et. 
B ut a t 
th e sam e tim e where w heat is grown, 
th e grain can be sold an d m ore o r less 
oil-m eal an d b ran be purchased as 
m ay be needed to use to an a d v a n ­ 
tage w ith th e roughness; w hen th e farm 
is expected to retu rn th e largest p ro fit 
everything th a t will m akegood fw d for 
th e sto ck should lie utilized, an d it is i 
far m ore econom ical to purchase, if I 
necessary, b ran and oil-m eal sufficient I 
to fetal with 
the roughness, ra th e r I 
th in to allow it to go to w aste. 
And j 
w ith ca ttle, horses a n d sheep there 
a re few if an y m aterials, considering 
th e cost, th a t can be used to a bef ter 
ad v a n ta g e th a n these. 
And on m any 
farm s m ore stock could be w intered, 
m ore m an u re secured an d u larger 
p ro fit be realized if all of th e fodder 
an d straw is fed in connection w ith 
o th e r m a teria ls to th e stock, ra th e r 
th a n to let th e fodder sta n d in th e 
field. 
T he principal cost of fodder is 
th e w ork of cutting, shocking up an d 
hauling o u t, so th a t it can lie consid­ 
ered a cheap feed and w ith b ran an d 
oil-m eal will m ak e up a cheap ra tio n , 
so m uch so th a t in very m any cases 
m ore should be cut an d cured th a n is 
done.

A cold high westerly wind was blowing at 
Hie time, rendering tho work oi the firemen 
alm ost useless, as the water poured on tho 
burning building seemed lo have the effect 
more of oil than w ater.

most disastrous fires in its history, the 
buildings damaged being those of Griggs, 
Cooper A Co, wholesale groceries, and Far­ 
well, Ozniun, Kirk A Co., wholesale hard­ 
ware. The total loss is estim ated at from 
$900,000 to $1,000,000. 
The losses are cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The building occupied by the two firms 
is a brick and stone structure five stories in 
height, and has a ironiage on Third siree 
of 300 feet and on Broadway of 200 feet. 
Griggs, Cooper A Co. occupy two-thirds of 
the building on the Broadway side. 
The 
flames first made their appearance at 11:44 
o’clock in the fourth 
floor of Griggs, 
Cooper 
A 
Co.’s 
building, 
and 
the 
fire was discovered by Officer Delosso. 
A flame bursting out of one of the windows 
of the fourth floor attracted his attention, 
and h* turned in an alarm instantly. Chief 
Jackson was upon the ground and had 
water pouring from three nozzles iii less 
than five minutes. Ile turned in the dismal 
old 4-11 alarm, which calls out all the fire 
apparatus except that in Hie Midway dis­ 
trict. 
W hen th* chief arrived upon the 
ground he found flames shooting up the 
elevator shaft, ash ' the fir* were seated in

There has always been a popular be­ 
lief that the size of the brain is in pro­ 
portion to that of the skull, and that 
large-headed people are, therefore, en­ 
dowed with a greater amount of intel­ 
lectual apparatus than those whose 
heads are small. 
Professor Virchow 
disposes of this theory by pointing 
out that the Greeks, one of the most 
intellectual of nations, are also one of 
the smallest headed of races. 


“ I t is a singular thing,” says a phys­ 
ician “that a man does not hear his 
own voice exclusively through his 
ears. The prevalence of throat deaf­ 
ness is a proof to the laymen of the 
connection between the ears 
and 
throat, and this inability to hear 
one s self speak just as others hear us 
is another instance. In some people 
this peculiarity is very marked, and 
in my case, if I speak into a phono­ 
graph and let the machine grind out 
the sounds again, I don’t recognize 
the voice at all. In regard to singing, 
the ability to hear one’s self with the 
ears plugged up with cotton makes 
itself evident, for while one member of 
a chorus will only hear the blended 
harmony, or discord, another will 
hear little beyond his or her own 
voice, and make occasional 
bad 
breaks in consequence. I know a man 
who used to sing a very fair baritone, 
but whose voice is now only adapted 
to the weakest falsetto. Yet he does 
not realize the change, and I believe he 
honestly thinks he sings as well as 
ever. 
This apparent impossibility 
may be a dispensation of providence 
to prevent men with exceptionally 
ugly voices being driven to suicide.”

Origin o f th e S ca lp L egen d o f th e 
C harlters 
V alley, 
With a 
F ew 
G h o stly A dditlone to th e Story. 
There is an uncanny local legend of 
the lower end of the Chart iers Creek Val­ 
ley, near Pittsburgh, which is known 
to the other inhabitants of that sec­ 
tion as the scalp legend of the Chart- 
iers, says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A mile or so up the creek the valley 
opens out, making a beautiful pastor­ 
al expanse of fertile bottom land. The 
view over and upon this from the hilly 
heights at the rear of Sheridan is love­ 
ly by day and weird by night. The 
last-named element in the night scene 
is partially caused by the flickering 
gas fires from the wells in the Cliar- 
tiers field. 
At an early date in the pioneer his­ 
tory of this section, and long before 
the days of Indian warfare had ended, 
an adventuresome voyager ran his 
canoe into the mouth of Chartiers 
creek. Attracted by its sylvan scenery 
and the prospects of finding a good 
location to settle upon, he paddled up 
a short distance and then explored 
further along the bank as he ascended. 
After particularly examining the lo­ 
cality he chose and marked out a 
“tomahawk” claim, with fine timber 
and water and a southern exposure. 
Hither the next spring he came, with 
his wife, a little boy and girl and 
brother who was slightly his junior. 
But one fateful evening in early sum­ 
mer the brothers returned frorn a 
long and successful day’s hunt and 
found the cabin was a smoldering heap 
of ruins. Partially in the ashes were 
the charred, mangled and 
scalped 
forms of the voung wife and children. 
The Indians nad evidently been gone 
some hours. Controlling their agony 
its best they could, the brothers ten­ 
derly moved and sadly buried the 
remains of their loved ones beneath 
an immense sycamore tree upon the 
banks of a little brook that ran by 
their cabin and headed up in the Sher­ 
man hills. Then they left the country, 
starting eastward to go over the 
mountains, but nev^r reached the

or

ing band of Indians. The only dew to 
this pathetic bit of pioneer history 
that was left was a letter upon birch 
bark inclosed in a rude envelop*'of the 
same texture and stuck in a split 
sapling by the river's edge at the 
mouth of the creek.

Concerning it it is affirmed 
by the country folks and earlier set­ 
tlers of this little valley, that on some!

of those murdered innocents may be 
distinctly heard,and w hen storms arise j 
they are blended with the blood-curd-: 
whoops of the painted savages. And 
further and more awful still, that in 1 
the oppressive silence of warm sum­ 
mer evening* things strangely like the 
ignusfatuus, or jack o’lantern. maybe 
observed to float hither and thither 
over the scene of the massacre, and to 
wander up and down the bank of the 
little run between the hills and the 
creeks.

Q u eer Military C ustom * W hich th e 
C h in ese H a v e G reat Faith In. 
The viceroy or generalissimo of the 
Chinese army, whenever he was about 
to start on a war-like expedition, 
must worship his flag. Whenever he 
sends away with a detatchment of 
soldiers any high military officers as 
his deputy, and generally, when any 
high military officers is about to pro­ 
ceed into battle, the flag of his divis­ 
ion of brigade must bo worshipped. 
The worship is often performed on the 
public parade ground. 
The viceroy sometimes chooses to 
sacrifice to the flag on his own parade 
ground connected with his yaniun. 
The time selected is often about day­ 
light or a little later. Often times the 
high officials, both cicic and military, 
connected with the government, are 
present! 
It is necessary that all the officers 
who are to accompany the expedition 
should not only witness the ceremony, 
but take a part in it. The same re­ 
mark is true of the soldiers who are to 
be sent away or engage in the fight.

In a case recorded by M. Magnin, a 
snipe which was observed to fly away 
witn a broken leg was subsequently 
found to have forced the fragment in­ 
to a parallel position, the upper frag­ 
ments reaching to the knee and secur­ 
ed them there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss intermingl­ 
ed. 
The observers 
were particularly 
struck by the application of a ligature 
of a kind of flat-leafed grass wound 
round the limb, of a spiral form and 
fixed by means of a sort of glue.—Me­ 
dical Kecord.

food in itself a n d sto ck c a n n o t be 
kept in a good tlirilty co n d itio n on it 
alon e, but if cu t a t th e right sta g e am i 
projierly cured an d sto red a w a y , it 
m ak es an excellen t feed to use iu co n ­ 
n ection w ith o th er m a teria ls. 
W ith 
good sh elter and good corn fodder, a 
very little grain is needed, a s oil-m eal 
and b ran can be used and 
w ith corn 
fodder th e sto c k can be kept th rifty . 
W hile th e farm sh o u ld furnish neariy 
or (p iite all of th e feed n ecessary to 
feed the sto c k during grow th a n d to 
p ro p erly fa tten for m arket. 
B u t a t 
th e sa m e tim e w here w h eat is grow n, 
th e grain can be so ld an d m ore or less 
oil-m eal and bran be p u rch ased a s 
m a y be needed to use to a n a d v a n ­ 
tage w ith th e roughness; w hen th e farm 
is exp ected to retu rn th e largest p ro lit 
ev ery th in g th a t w ill m a k eg o o d feed for 
th e sto c k sh ou ld be u tilized , a n d ir is 
far m ore eco n o m ica l to p u rch ase, if 
n ecessary, bran and oil-m eal sufficient 
t o feed w ith 
th e roughness, ral her 
th a n to a llo w it to go to w aste.

w ith c a ttle , h orses an d sheep there 
are few if a n y m a teria ls, con sid erin g 
tiie c o st, th a t can be us§d t o a bet ter 
a d v a n ta g e th a n these.

H ow to Paint on Velvet. 
The most artistic manner of treat­ 
ment is probably that where the de­ 
sign is first painted thinly with oils in 
subdued colors upon the velvet, and 
then the requisite effect of light and 
brilliancy gained by means of metallic 
or lustra paints. 
Choose the mater­ 
ial with a short, close pile, and select 
a simple design, writes Maude Hay­ 
wood in her art department in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 
Birds, but­ 
terflies, flowers, fruit and scroll-pat- 
terns are suitable subjects; but noth­ 
ing involving minute detailor delicacy 
ot outline should be attempted. Dark 
backgrounds are the most effective 
and easiest to manage. 
The princi­ 
pal difficulty lies in the liability of the 
oil to spread beyond the tints, form­ 
ing a greasy halo. 
To obviate this 
some recommend squeezing the colors 
upon blotting-paper to absorb the oil; 
Others, ’for the same reason, advise 
the rubbing of magnesia on the back 
of t|ie velvet.’ 
With care, neither are 
pecessary, but the paints, instead, 
snould be slightly thinned with fresh 
spirits of turpentine. Avoid matting 
the pile of the fabric, and let the color 
of the material eliow through the t ints 
in the shadows- 
Faint rather flatly 
in soft tones, and remember that the 
least harshness is particularly fatal. 
Next outline the design in metallic 
gold, boldly but carefully, and touch 
it ud with various-colored bronzes, 
employing soft green shades for the 
high lights and edges of the leaves, 
gold for stamens, thorns and, perhaps, 
tendrils, and whatever tints approach 
nearest to the colors of nature to en­ 
hance the brilliancy of flower or fruit.

H igh Cold W inds Aid th e F lam es and 
G reatly H in d er th e F irem en ’s 
Efforts. 


Ft. Locir, Nov. 18.—The cold wave which 
reached this city last evening was the 
cause of one of the most disastrous lirca 
which has visited St. Louis in many years. 
Early this morning one person was prob­ 
ably killed, two badly hurt and $1,000,000 
worth of property went up in smoke. 
About 4 o’clock lire was discovered in the 
furnace room of the large dry goods estab­ 
lishment of Penny At Genties, on the cor­ 
ner of Franklin avenue and Broadway. 
The watchman quickly turned in art alarm, 
and. seeing the terrible velocity with which 
the flames speedily devoured the inlit.ni- 
mable material in the basement, sent in a 
second, aud within ten minutes alter the 
discovery of the fire u general alarm was 
sounded, which brought the whole fire de­ 
partment to the scene. 
The flames quickly ate their way to the 
top of the building, and within an incredi­ 
bly 3hort space of time the entire store was 
a mass o< seething flames, the roar of the 
fire being beard two or three block t away. 
A cold high westerly wind was blowing at 
the time, rendering the work of thefiremen 
almost useless, as the water poured on the 
burning building seemed to have the effect 
more of oil titan water.

to Sonnenield’s m illinery More, sooth of 
Penny <fc Gentles’, on Broadway. 
This is 
the largest establishment of its kind iu St. 
Louis, occupping four floors of the north 
end o/ the Famous building.

the fear ui 11 aiues seemed iik e ’ho.-eo L illi­ 
putians, and the fire swept on toward the 
south, eating its way through thick fire­ 
proof wralis into the mammoth shoe and

The fire was so hot, however, that no one 
could remain on the street lacing the burn­ 
ing buildings, and D. Crawford A; Co.’s im­ 
mense dry goods store ott the southeast 
corner of Broadway and Frankiin avenue 
was greatly damaged by 
THE TKUKIBI.E MEAT, 
which broke the thkk window glass and 
started a fire in the building, the whole 
front part of the store at one time being on 
lire, but the firemen managed finally to 
subdue the flames, and by this time the 
heat from the other aide of the street had 
tubsided somewhat, euaoling the firemen 
to g o on Broadway and fight the flames 
from a better vantage g ra n d . 
At 5:43 the walla o; the Famous and Bon- 
uen eld’s building fell into the west alley, 
and a moment later the Morgan street walls 
ol the Famous lei 1. 
A squad o f firemen In 
the alley narrowly escaped being caught 
under the falling wall*. 
bhortiy after 8 o clock a flame appeared 
at the cornice of the Weinman house, 
which is directly opposite the Famous on 
the east bide of Broadway.

St. Paul iast night suffered one of the 
most disastrous fires in its history, the 
buildings damaged being those of Griggs, 
Cooper & Co, wholesale groceries, and Fur- 
well, Ozniun, Kirk it Co., wholesale hard­ 
ware. The total loss is estimated at from 
$900,000 to $1,000,000. Tbe losses are cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The building occupied by tbe two firms 
is a brick and stone structure five stories in 
height, and has a irontage on Third stree 
of 300 feet and ou Broadway of 200 feet. 
Griggs, Cooper <k Co. occupy two-thirds of 
the building on the Broadway side. 
The 
flames first made their appearance at 11:44 
o’clock in the fourth 
floor of Griggs, 
Cooper 
& 
Co.’s 
building, 
and 
the 
fire was discovered 
by Officer Delosso. 
A flame bursting out ofone of the windows 
of the fourth floor attracted his attention, 
aud he turned iu an alarm instantly. Chief 
Jackson was upon the ground and had 
waber pouring Irom three nozzles in less 
than five minutes. He turned in the dismal 
oid 4-11 alarm, which calls out all the fire 
apparatus except that in the Midway dis­ 
trict. 
When the chief arrived upon the 
ground he found flames shooting up the 
elevator shaft, asi>' the fire were seated in 
the 
basement. 
This 
gave rise to the 
fear 
that 
the 
fire 
originated 
down 
there 
among 
the 
fish, 
meats, 
aud oils which are kept there. In which 
case the chance of saving the building and 
contents trom total destruction would be 
very slight. 
So tbe chief directed a few 
streams on the first floor. 
Tbe fire, w hat­ 
ever there was in the Lavement, had evi­ 
dently fallen down the elevator sha t and 
wag very soon extinguished. 
The flames 
in the two top stories, however, were grow­ 
ing rapidly hotter and becoming more 
threatening. 
Streams oi water were directed into the 
windows on these floors from every availa­ 
ble quarter. 
Tbe water tower was sta­ 
tioned ahout midway between Third street 
and the union depoi sheds and pouring a 
perfect torrent into the we*t hide windows. 
Griggs. Cooper <& Co.’s ttore is divided in 
halves by a fire wait running from Third 
street to tbe rear, and from Farwell, Oz- 
moo, Kirk & Co.’s by a party wail. The 
firemen could, there ore, reach the flames 
irom only tbreo sidf-s, being cut off on the 
east by the fire wall.

Tbe tira apidiy gutted the top floor, and 
in half an hour from the time the alarm 
was sent in the flames were leaping beaven- 
mard through the roof.

000 was added 
yesterday; Griggs, Cooper A Co. lose $250.- 
000, with $3.'0.UU0 insurance; while the loss 
on the buildings ia placed at $159,000, prob- 
abiy covered by insurance. 
This makes 
the lo*s j;earlj $1,000,090, the largest fire 
St. Paul ever had. 
The top floor of the hardware house was 
fiiied with wooden goods, wheelbarrows 
and rope; the fourth floor with various 
bgfit goods; the third floor with tinware;

first floor with butchers’ supplies and gen­ 
eral goods, and the basement with sheet 
iron, nails and butchers’ supplies. 
The stock was estimated by Mr. Kirk to
